it without mercy.. England

i squabbled with France ever v.nce the 
war. 
The English are the diploma- 


tists of the world. Xo one has their 
'equal. The reader may not like this 
ibut that is immaterial. It is merely 


, stating a historical fact. 
They tell 


us that everywhere. Had Germany 
had such men she would never have 
been at war with America. That is 
the Swis'-i opinion. l,loyd George has 


been working with might and main 
to shape European policy with refer- 
pure to the Turk but the undertaker 
t-pirit of tho village man prevails, who 
when lie lays out a m&n, lays him 
out for good. 


QIARREL OVER TURK 


In this case however it is a divided 


policy that has brought the new crises 
in Europe. For 30 years the European 
powers havo 
quarreled as to what 


should be done with the Turk.

Turk lias been the dead man of Eu- 
rope and the- powers have quarreled 
as to who should be the undertaker 
to bury him.

Turk at bay. The French did not 
like the Greeks and French guns de- 
stroyed 
thousands of Greeks. 
The 


latter were war weary for which you 
cannot blame them and 
refused to 


fight and thus the 
crushing blow. 


Llo>d George is by now down and 
out and the old coalition government 
of England that functioned 
during 


the war is a thing- of the past- But 
here the French are accused of being 
the people at whose doors the Turk 
assertiveness is laid and it is not a 
pleasant picture to anticipate nor a 
comforting 
thought in the light of 


the enormous sacrifices. 
One readily 


understands why t the Washington 
administration does not care to touch 
it except from the relief point of view 
for wo are as .usual pouring in our 
sifts, the Literary 
Digest just the 


other day sending a cargo of 1.400 
tons of food valued at $177,000. Her- 
bert Hoover estimates that we have 
aggregated $1,204,000,600 of such gifts 
down to the summer of 1921. 
Of 


this amount approximately $200,000,- 
000 was sent abroad since the armis- 
tice. 
In other words the charity of the 


American people is functioning be- 
cause the diplomats in France ancl 
England could not agree as to what 
to do with the Turk and our govern- 
ment is told that the matter between 
these two powers 
is just a family 


quarrel and not a divorce as some are 
wont tD_ interpret it. 


DISLIKE FRENCH WAYS 


If we are not mistaken, France is 


Becoming quite unpopular here. 
The 


Americans claim, that she is a spoiled 
child, is gaining ground here among 
the Swiss. It is she who is at the 
bottom of the slow poing industrial life 
of Germany. She -wants a reparation 
sum that "will kill the goose before 
she. lays the golden egg. 
The mark 


i? so low down now that you get 2,000 
of them for a dollar when normally 
one mark was 24 o,f>nts. 
It is very 


r-nsy to indict a whole nation this way 
for throttling the life of a. people but 
Lloyd George was totally exhausted 
in try-ing to line up the French to be 
reasonable. 
We heard it everywhere 


in England and for the sake of the 
French men who gave their lives It 
is hoped by all the Allies that the 
French may l:x> reasonable". But with 


all the jealousies of the past and all 
the ceaseless bickerings over advant- 
age on the national chess board one 
gets weary of this placo. We visited 
the chamber of mirrors in Versailles 
where 
the 
"forced-peace-pact" was 


made, as the Germans call it. Most 
of us have been for the league of na 
lions and we are now for some form 
of combine of nations to prevent fu- 
ture tragedies. It never seemed to be 
quite clear to me why things failed 
here but after seeing the hall of mir- 
rors somehow a clue 'seemed to pre- 
sent itseif and this was later verified 
by actual contact with people. 
The 


galleries leading to^the chamber of 
mirrors where you can see yourself 
a thousand times, reflect the French 
past. All the pictures glory in war, 
in conquest, in all excruciating nar- 
row nationalism. 
Scores 
and hun- 


dreds of pictures deal with 
battles, 


with personal encounters, with smok- 
ing cannon, with jealousies enforced 
by swords, with armour, with steel 
plate and the whole breed of kindred 
implements. Where is there a picture 
of peace in the pact, where is there 
an idea of a monument say for ex- 
ample that we in Wisconsin want to 
erect to the inventor of ice cream or 
to the man who first invented the 
needle or the first wheel that 
ever 


graced the world. 


There in that hall a spirit hopped 


into the pact that many 
thinking 


American people simply 
could 
not 


sanction and President Wilson, dog- 
matist and prophet that he was. was 
simply outmaneuvered by the French 
with their diplomacy and 
got 
the 


hatred of Germans and many Swiss 
who think he was a traitor because 
he agreed to the letter ancl was not 
enough of a specialist in 
spirit to 


know that the new wine had the old 
alcohol put into it before it ever had 
a ohance to stand on its own merit. 
And it is this new international song 
filled with an old spirit that still in- 
toxicates. The disarmament 
of the 


minds has not taken place though 
my personal opinion is that the En- 
glish are nearer to it than the French. 
The writer 
has always 
been 
an 


avoided league of nations man but 
since coming here it has been pain- 
fully evident that France lives on 
old war pictures and has the galleries 
of her mind hung with the millstone 
of grievances tha.t will 
not 
assure 


stability for a long time unless Ameri • 
can friendship can be brought to bear, 
on her future attitude.

What becomes 
of 30,000,000 
cement sacks 
a year? 


Practically 90 per cent of 
the 95,000,000 barrels of 
Portland cement shipped 
last year was delivered in 
returnable cotton sacks. 
To supply users of cement 
promptly, the industry must 
have about 200,000,000 
sacks either on hand or in 
use. 
The sack method of ship- 
ping is most convenient. 
There are four sacks to a 
barrel. Each sack contains 
94 pounds of cement—a 
cubic foot. And a cubic 
foot is ,a handy volume in 
proportioning concrete 
mixtures. 


When cement is shipped, the sacks 
are billed to the purchaser. When 
they are returned, they are bought 
back at the same price if they are 
in usable or repairable condition. 
This involves much work in 
checking, cleaning, sorting and 
repairing. 


But in spite of the fact that every 
good cement sack is redeemable, 
30,000,000 of the sacks shipped 
every year fail to come back—a loss 
of nearly $5,000,000 a year at 
present prices of new sacks. 


To replace these "lost, strayed or 
stolen" sacks requires annually 
over 30,000 bales of cotton. It re- 
quires that the textile industry 
weave a strip of cloth 30 inches 
wide and 17,000 miles long. It 
means that 1,600 looms are kept 
working full time for a year. 


Thousands of sacks returned to 
the cement mills for redemption 
are damaged, yet accepted for 
credit, if they can be repaired. 
This repair is done by ihe cement 
manufacturer at his own expense. 


A medium sized plant shipping, 
say 1,000,000 barrels of cement a 
year, has to repair an average of 
6,000 sacks per day from among 
those returned for credit This 
keeps 6 people constantly working 
at rapidly operated electric sew- 
ing machines. In a million barrel 
a year plant, 22 people are con- 
stantly employed sorting, counting, 
repairing and otherwise caring for 
returned sacks so that they may 
again be used. 


At the present time $30,000,000 
would be a conservative estimate 
of the investment which the ce- 
ment industry has in cotton sacks. 


Sacks are one of the lesser, but 
nevertheless important items in 
the cement industry.

Italy. 


At twenty Mussolini was a revolution- 


ary Mx-ialiM—-so revolutionary 
that he 


crossed the Swiss border to ar-ylum and 
safety only one hundred yards ahead of 
the Italian gendarmes. 
He was too hot 


for the Swiss, who expelled him for the 
fiery articles against government •*vhi<*h 


• he submitted to newspapers at Lausanne 


and other cities. 
He took up his resi- 


dence for a time in the Austrian Tyrol, 
but in I !M 1 was expelled from Trent by 
the authorities. 
A general amnesty be- 


ing declared in Italy Mussolini was able 
to find a place to rest his seething head. 
He went to Milan, the great industrial 
city of northern Italy, and founded the 
newspaper Popolo Italia. 


In Milan, for >ome reason ho has not 


given the world. Mussolini became anti- 
socialist. 
Perhaps it was his hatred of 


the Austrian* which turned the tri-'-k. At 
any rate this reniarkab!0 man 
swung 


around to a determined campaign for the 
entry of Italy into the AVorld war on the 
side of the allies. 
The socialists came 


to hate their former adherent. 
Italy en- 


tered the war and Mussolini joined the 
arniy and fought at Monte Nero and Car- 
go, where he was severely wounded. 
He 


-. became a violent opponent of revolution- 


ary communism when it raised its head 
and helped to deal the bolshevists their 
death blow. Now—at the head of Italy's 
militant conservatives, the Fascisti—he 
controls the government. 
It took the ru- 


mor of war. and war itself, to change 
Mussolini. His theories came face to face 
with fads and Mussolini cast his lot for 
llalv.

That the 
smooth zephyr trunk lines of summer 
would have carried them to the Atlantic 
without incident is hardly to be doubted 
considering the causes of tlwir plane's 
failure.

PLAIN AND FANCY BRONCHITIS 


Plain uncomplicated chronic bronchitis, tluit is 


to say annually rccufring winter cough in elderly 
persons, is usually benefited by removal to a cli- 
mate which coaxes the (mentally) aged sufferer to 
spend more time in the open air, say Egypt, south- 
em 
France. Florida or California. But in the 


fancied kinds of chronic bronchitis no marked bene- 
fit can be expected from a change of climate. 
Un- 


fortunately most cases of bronchitis are of the 
fancy va'riety. 


Thus chronic bronchitis is most frequently found 


in persons who have chronic nephritis (Bright's di- 
sease), or hc«irt disease, or emphysema (the air 
spaces of the lung overstretched and dilated), or 
bronchiectasis (dilation of a bronchial tube) or asth- 
ma, or pneumonokoniosis (a kind of hardening of 
the lung tissue caused by prolonged irritation from 
coal dust, stone dust, grain dust, cotton and other 
textile dusts, in persons exposed through occupa- 
tion.) 


Emphysema involving any considerable part of 


the lung means that the chest is overdistended, and 
usually the individual has a thick barrel shaped 
chest, sometimes an enormous chest but one with 
very little elasticity, that is, the individual can ex- 
pand and contract his chest only an inch or so at 
best, whereas a normal chest varies two or three 
inches from contraction to expansion, sometimes 
four or five inches. 
The emphysematou.s lung is 


constantly overfilled 
with air, 
literally ballooned. 


The subject of emphysema lacks the power to ex- 
hale freely: he draws in a breath and then obvious- 
ly strains to expire, whereas normal lungs empty | 
or expire without any muscular effort, just through , 
their own elasticity. It is a fact quite beyond my | 
ken. that in chronic emphysema the chest wall and ! 
the muscles of natural or unconscious breathing 
seem to acquire rigidity and lose their normal 
elasticity, perhaps from lack of use. 


Persons with emphysema wheeze all the time. 


They often imagine they have "asthma," because 
they wheeze and have so much difficulty in breath- 
ing. 
To be sure, their predicament is much like 


that of the subject of asthma, save in empyhsema 
the difficulty is constant. 
With no intermissions. 


while in asthma the difficulty is only temporary, 
for the duration of the attack, whether it be a few 
hours or a few days, with freedom between at- 
tacks. 
The emphysema tous person is short of 


breath on slight exertion, wheezing painfully from 
running up a fight of stairs, for instance. Children 
sometimes have emphysema, and in child or adult 
there is usually more or less chronic dilation of the 
right side of the heart associated with this diffi- 
culty, and this compensatory change in the heart 
accounts for the peculiar blueness or cyanosis which 
persons "with emphysema show. 
Probably but one 


other cause of cyanosis or blueness of skin, nails 
arid lips produces such striking cyanosis as em- 
physema does, in persons able to be up and about, 
and that is poisoning by the coal tar pain killers 
such as acetanilide. phenacetin, phenylacetamide, 
acetphenetidin, antipyrin, aspirin, etc., 
in innum- 


erable alleged "cold." "grip," headache and neu- 
ralgia nostrums. Bleeding is sometimes necessary 
to relieve the breathing when the cyanosis is ex- 
theme No effective remedy for emphysema has ever 
been found. 
It is a handicap requiring intelligent 


handling, like valvular disease of the heart.

IH'BLIC SKNTIMKNT AND THE 


IJSAGt B OF NATIONS 


BY UK. SAMl UL PLANT/ 


Raymond Robins in his entertain- 


ing lecture in the Artist's Course last 
Friday evening made the statement 
that the vote in the last presidential 
election proved by its overwhelming 
majority for Mr. Harding that this 
country has repudiated the 
League 


of Nations. This statement has been 
so frequently made and is regarded 
by many as such a conclusive 
ver- 


dict against the League 
that 
the 


correctness of it merits careful con- 
sideration. Personally, we do not be- 
lieve that a careful 
examination of 


the facts supports any such conclu- 
sion. To get at the truth of the mat- 
ter two questions need 
to be 
con- 


sidered, namely: 


1. What was the preponderating 


sentiment concerning the League be- 
for the vote was taken? and 


2. What were the 
causes which 


gave Mr. Harding his great majority? 


Taking up the first question, we 


offer the ^ following evidence that the 
sentiment" of the country was over- 
whelmingly in favor of joining 
the 


League, many without reservations, 
and more, probably, _with 
reserva- 


tions. 
In the first place, the Demo- 


cratic vote 
of some 
millions was 


solidly for the League and, for t he- 
most part in the form in which it 
was presented by president Wilson. 
The Republican vote was composed 
of two classes of voters, those who 
stood with the irreconcilables utter- 
ly opposed to the League, and those 
\vho favored the League with Ameri- 
can reservations. 
What 
was 
the 


relative strength of these two classes 
of Republicans? 
We believe that the 


facts prove the 
second 
class 
was 


largely in the majority and for the 
following reasons: 
After 
a discus- 


sion more thorough and prolonged 
than any other which has ever been 
voted on in Congress, the great ma- 
jority of the Republican representa- 
tives voted to join the League with 
reservations. The party platform on 
which Mr. Harding ran was a com- 
promise to avoid a party split; but 
it was widely published and generally 
understood that the 
Committee on 


Resolutions and the Convention it- 
self were in favor of an endorsement 
of the stand the Republican Senate 
had taken for the League with the 
Lodge 
reservations. 
The 
platform 


contained a pledge to join with other 
nations in some effective organization 
to end war which was interpreted by 
most voters' to mean 
the 
present 


League with 
modifications. 
After 


the, 
election various polls were tak- 


en to 
ascertain 
public 
sentiment. 


One of these was by the 
National 


Economic League 
whoso 
president 


is a lending Republican 
statesman. 


To its question: "Should the United 
States enter the existing League of 
Nations with such reservations 
as 


were approved by the United States 
Senate" 61% of those 
voting said 


"yes" and 39% said "No," many of 
the latter favoring the league with- 
out 
modifications. 
The 
WOMAN 


CITIZEN, a weekly 
publication of 


New York City, took a nation wide 
poll which 
showed that 
an 
over- 


whelming majority 
of the 
women 


who voted in the last, election under- 
stood that they were voting for "en- 
tering the League of Nations in some 
form.

Of those voting the. Republican ticket 
a little over four fifths were, affirm- 
ative.

4. There 
were, other 
issues 
at 


stake besides the League of Nations, 
and many were interested in seeing 
other Republican policies prevail than 
in the fate of the League. 


5. There was a vast 
amount of 


misrepresentation and 'bf false 
in- 


terpretation both of the constitution 
of the League and its purposes. The 
cry was raised, "It will not keep us 
out of war but force us into all the 
wars of Europe." "It is a super- 
state," "The council of nine men will 
rule the world."

Only 
the other day England assembled in 
these waters, with astonishing rapid- 
ity, the largest fleet 
of battleships 


which has ever been seen, and got 
ready the most formidable weapons 
of modern warfare in Constantinople 
and the Dardanelles. Huge guns were 
taken to Chanak and Gallipoli, many 
from the, forts of Gibraltar, others 
taken from battleships. 
There was 


no doubt,

armament was but temporary

that England had gathered together 
all this force only as a point of pres- 
tige and honor. All the same .she will 
not abandon the Straits easily and 
will remain there for some time. 


"The liberty of the Straits and the

will exact from Greece for

"The atmosphere of the Mudania 


treaty has shown the unyielding, in- 
flexible spirit which will prevail with 
the Turks at the peace conference 
and tho many difficulties which will 
have to be 
overcome. 
Infatuated 


with the recent i-asy victory, 
dif- 


fident of all European proposals—and 
Europe's prestige has fallen greately 
among the Turks lately—incited by 
the Moscow government, the Turks 
will not be ready to .make concilia- 
tory propostions. 
They will resist, 


contradict 
and threaten. 
But 
al 


though they have illusions about their 
combative strength, although Turk- 
iah generals do not realize the danger 


of a conflagration, and talk of the 
facilities of marching to Athens, the 
English fleet inspires the 
greatest 


respect and it was the sight of this 
fleet that made the great national as- 
sembly of Angora more remissive at 
the last moment. 


"Certainly the Bolsheviks who have 


great influence and authority at An- 
gora will develop their game
